Then on the stroke of half 
time Dulwich made it 1-1. 
Ossie Bayram, about four 
yards from goal was given 
time to juggle with the ball 
before scoring with an 
overhead kick. 

Wycombe came out in the 
second half looking convinc-

ed they could win the match. 
Toll beat the off-side trap 
only to shoot high and wide 


and then his back heel was 


hit wide by Terry Glynn. 
Finally Blues went ahead 
again in the 54th minute. 

A free kick on the left by 
Borg was sent deep into the 
Dulwich area, Toll flicked it 
on and Bob Davies was there 
to head into the top right 
hand corner for his first goal 
since returning to the club. 

Borg found his name going 
into the book in the 65th 
minute when he brought 
down Gary Allen, Dulwich’s 
new striker from Carshalton. 

Seven minutes later there 
was a dramatic goal. A 
throw-in was given on. the 
Dulwich left, and the 
Dulwich bench tried to catch 
the attention of the referee 
to allow them to make a sub- 
stitution.

WYCOMBE went out of the 


HAREOW ‘Town, last season’s FA cup giant killers, -were 
among the six award winners announced last week in the 
Rothman’s football year book for 1980/81. Harlow reached the 
fourth round fast year after defeating Leicester City. 

The awards are made by Rothmans of Pall Mall for “a 
worthwhile contribution to the wide spectrum of the' game.” 

Meanwhile a reiaid running track has forced Harlow Town off 
their ground until early October, and has caused the Berger 
isthmian League club severe problems because they have been 
refused permission by the League to switch their fixtures. 

A new all-weather track is being laid round the pitch at the 
Harlow Sports Centre and the ground will not be fit for football 
until October 7. p~ 

Meanwhile Harlow have home games against Bromley, Har- 
row Borough and Wycombe Wanderers. They must forfeit 
ground advantage to Bromley and will play the other two fix- 
tures on Epping Town's ground. Manager [an Wolstenholme 
said: ‘Phe work at the ground should have been done in June 
and the delay is not the club’s fault.” . 

“The league have refused us permission to switch fixtures 
although the clubs concerned had agreed. This means we will 
have to pay for the use of the other grounds and will lose our bar- 
takings anda benefit of other match day money raising ac-
